Dallas, Texas.—The horned toad, 
hopping along over rocks and cacti, 
{is accepted by most Texans as a 
native of the Lone Star state. But 
William S. Kinchloe of Washington 
told a woman’s club here that the 
reptile was brought to Texas from 
Mexico to rid a farm of red ants. 

Dr. Gideon Linecum, great-grand- 
father of Kinchloe, owned some 
land in Texas and red ants were 
about to take the place, Kinchloe 
said. Dr. Kinecum while on a med- 
ical and botanical expedition into 
central Mexico saw the horned

not only solved his ant problem but 
those of surrounding landowners,

No food is perfect, 
she explained, and even the best of 
foods may do harm if cver empha- 
sized. 

“Many other greens are good in 
vitamin A and iron. Of the greens 
thus far tested those found to con- 
tain none or only a trace of oxalic 
acid are letiuce, kale, endive, Drus- 
sels sprouts, dandelion, mustard 
greens and turnip tops.”’ 


Franklin Institute Gets 
Orrey Used by Jefferson 


Philadelphia.—The orrey used by | 
Thomas Jefferson in his astronomi- 
cal studies has been presented to 
the Franklin institute here. 


The small, compact instrument 
which is used to represent the mo- | 
tions of planetary bodies was given | 
to the institute by Judge Charles | 
Sinkler of Philadelphia. It original- 
ly was held by a descendant of Jef- 
ferson, who passed it on to a Wash- 
ington attorney. 

Only six planets, Mercury, Venus, 
the Earth, Mars, Jupiter and Saturn. 
are shown, Uranus, Neptune and 
Pluto being discovered later. 

The orrey was named after the 
earl of Orrey, who lived at the time 
of its invention in 1700. Jefierson’s 
instrument fits into a mahogany | 
case 8 inches long, 4 inches wide 
and 15 8 inches deep.

A sharp reduction in gasoline 
sales during the month of March 
was announced today in a report 
by the State Board of Equaliza-

ted to $4,057,297.05, a loss of 6.51 
pef cent compared to the same 
month of 1937.
